Mountain View County 
Council has directed the Ad¬ 
ministration Building Review 
Committee to investigate op¬ 
tions for new construction of 
an administration building. 

County Council unani¬ 
mously voted to look at build¬ 
ing new along with choosing 
a plan for renovation if that 
ends up being the course of 
action at a special Council 
meeting held last week. 

"I obviously support the 
recommendation to Council," 
said Councillor Charlie Van 
Arnam, who also sits on the 
building committee. "We need 
to look at these options so we 
can make the best long term 
decision possible." 

Van Arnam said that reno¬ 
vations could be costly espe¬ 
cially when they are to be 
done in phases. He said there 
would be a possibility of sav¬ 
ing $300,000 to $500,000 on 
a new building if renovations 
are to be done. 

Councillor Linda Burrell 
said that information about a 
new building would help 
Council make a decision ei¬ 
ther way. 

"I do support looking at the 
costs of a new building be¬ 
cause there are a lot more 
questions." 

If the County ends up reno¬ 
vating the existing building, 
they will follow the plans of 
Option #5 which has two dif¬ 
ferent designs. The cost of 
renovating is pegged at any¬ 
where from $3.5 million to 
$3.9 million. 

Earlier estimates of a new 
building were listed at $4.5 
million to $5.5 million. Linus 
Murphy, associate of Cohos 
Evamy, the firm working with 
the building review commit¬ 
tee, said it was important to 
note those new building fig¬ 
ures were to construct a 
building that was similar to 
the current one with similar 
materials and size after reno¬ 
vations. 

That news came as a sur¬ 
prise to some Councillors in¬ 
cluding Reeve Ian Harvie. 

Harvie said he wasn't 
aware that the new building 
costs were for a building mir-

Murphy said he directed 
the committee to look at a new 
building cost that way as he 
thought it was the best com¬ 
parison. 

During the 2001 Municipal 
election, held just over a year 
ago, County residents voted 
by a 74 per cent margin 
against a new building. 

Shortly after the election 
several Councillors stated 
publicly the decision not to 
construct a new building 
would be adhered to. 

In January of 2002, Moun¬ 
tain View County Council cre¬ 
ated a committee to review 
the needs of the administra¬ 
tion building and its staff. 

Their mandate was to "recom¬ 
mend to County Council, the 
actions necessary to address 
the current and future 
County Administration Build¬ 
ing needs required to provide 
adequate administrative serv¬ 
ices to Mountain View 
County." 

The group only looked at 
renovation costs and did not 
provide an estimated figure 
on a new building until the 
Sept. 25 regular Council meet¬ 
ing.

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Child molester was 
director in Wild 
Rose riding 
association 


MP believes there 
will be no affect 
on Wild Rose 
association

Wild Rose Canadian Alli¬ 
ance MP Myron Thompson - 
a self-described tough-on- 
crime MP who has called for 
minimum 20 year prison 
terms for convicted 
pedophiles - says he was 
shocked to learn a convicted 
child molester had been a di¬ 
rector in his riding’s constitu¬ 
ency association for the past 
three years. 

“The guy did a good job of 
keeping it a secret for a long 
time, but if you are going to 
run for public office I can 
guarantee that whatever you 
may want to hide won’t be 
hidden," said Thompson. 

“There’s no reason for us 
to do backgrounders on peo¬ 
ple if they’ve got member¬ 
ships, that sit on your board. 
When things like this come 
out we deal with them. It’s 
hard to keep a person on 
when you are fighting hard 
against that kind of activi¬ 
ties.” 

Canadian Alliance Wild 
Rose Association director 
David Moore, 39. was con¬ 
victed of two counts of sexual 
assault 13 years ago and sen¬ 
tenced to 18 months in jail. 
The conviction reportedly in¬ 
volved a 12-year-old girl. 

Moore finished last in the 
eight-candidate byelection in 
Airdrie Monday, garnering 24 
votes. 

His past came to light last 
week, prompting him to re¬ 
sign from the association on 
Dec. 9. 

Moore was a director of the 
Wild Rose riding association 
for about three years. A vol¬ 
unteer position, directors sell 
party memberships, arrange 
public meetings and act as 
contacts between members 
and the party. 

Asked if he had known 
Moore was a convicted 
pedophile would he have been 
working for the association, 
Thompson replied, “I don’t 
answer hypothetical ques¬ 
tions. I cross bridges when I 
come to them.” 

MP Thompson recently 
said he agreed wholeheartedly 
with fellow Alliance MP Art 
Hanger’s suggestion that 
pedophiles face a minimum 20 
years imprisonment. 


“It’s a good idea. It will 
certainly help. 

“Letting them (pedophiles) 
out as quickly as they do now 
is not good at all,” Thompson 
said. 

The MP said he found out 
about Moore’s past on Dec. 8. 

“I turned it over to the 
president of the association 
completely. Our association 
deals with these sort of 
things, and I got word this 
morning (Dec. 10) that the 
executive had a meeting and 
he came with the resignation 
in hand and said he under¬ 
stood and left quietly.” 

Is the Moore revelation go¬ 
ing to have an affect on the 
party’s Wild Rose associa¬ 
tion? 

“No,” said Thompson. 
“What can you do. Nobody

knew, not even the Mayor of 
Airdrie.” 

Should pedophiles be al¬ 
lowed to hold public office? 
Thompson was asked. 

“I think anyone with a 
criminal record should not be 
allowed to run, but having 
said that I know there are 
some members of Parliament 
today who have criminal 
records. 

“But I certainly oppose it. 
I think if you have a criminal 
record you should not be al¬ 
lowed to be put in a place of 
public trust, including a di¬ 
rector of a constituency asso¬ 
ciation.” 

Director Blake Richards, 
who works in Thompson’s 
Airdrie constituency office, 
attended the Dec. 9 associa¬ 
tion meeting in Airdrie when 
Moore resigned. 

“He told us he was sorry 
for any harm he may have 
caused the association,” said 
Richards. There are 27 direc¬ 
tors in the riding association. 

Directors sign an agree¬ 
ment agreeing to uphold the 
party’s “policies and princi¬ 
pals to the best of their abili¬ 
ties”, said Blake. 

The association may re¬ 
place Moore or leave the po¬ 
sition vacant, he said.

Will! Rose against Kyoto, says MP

Ninety-two per cent of re¬ 
sponses returned from the Wild 
Rose constituency are against 
the Kyoto accord, said MP 
Myron Thompson in a press re¬ 
lease last week. 

Thompson, who voted 
against the accord in the House 
of Commons last week, said the 
people of Wild Rose understood 
"that Kyoto will not only be 
costly to taxpayers, but devas¬ 
tating to the economy as well." 

Thompson said he received 
2,000 responses to date. 

Thompson mailed out pam¬ 
phlets in November that were 
entitled "Who will be hurt by 
Kyoto” which outlined the Ca¬ 
nadian Alliance's plan on cli¬ 
mate change and why signing 
the Kyoto agreement would not 
be good for Canadians. The 


pamphlet outlined the Kyoto 
Protocol as "about Canadians 
sending money to other coun¬ 
tries to buy permission to pol¬ 
lute" citing emission trading. 

"It wasn't surprising that the 
Liberals had to invoke closure 
to end the debate on Kyoto," 
said Thompson in the press re¬ 
lease. "They were clearly em¬ 
barrassed at not having a con¬ 
crete implementation plan or 
timeline. This is the next in a 
long line of failed Liberal 
projects. First gun control, 
then the sponsorship programs, 
the GST corporate rebate fraud 
and the HRDC scandal." 

Thompson said that Kyoto 
will ensure the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s legacy and his place in his¬ 
tory because "never before have 
we seen a Prime Minister push 
a project through Parliament 
with no agreed upon forecast 


on how many jobs it will cost, 
how our trade will be affected 
or how quickly new technolo¬ 
gies can be discovered or devel¬ 
oped.” 

Thompson added that there 
is no timetable for implemen¬ 
tation, no outline for green¬ 
house gas reductions or cost, 
no budget for direct govern¬ 
ment spending or tax revenue 
impact. 

The press release quotes in¬ 
dependent estimates suggesting 
that Canadians could pay 50 
per cent more for gas and heat¬ 
ing, a doubling of the cost of 
electricity, the loss of a half 
million jobs and could cost the 
Canadian economy $40 billion. 

"When all is said and done, 
the one sure thing is this ac¬ 
cord will produce yet another 
massive bureaucracy," said 
Thompson.

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Bigger bodies and smaller heads

When I was a young boy I avidly followed a 
comic strip called “Dan Dare". Dan was a space 
adventurer who roamed the cosmos battling his 
arch enemy the Meekon. As villains go the Meekon 
was particularly creepy. He was green, ugly, and 
small, except for his bald head which was enor¬ 
mous. His huge brain power was devoted to find¬ 
ing ways to dominate the galaxies. He floated 
around on a thing like an inverted iron since his 
legs had withered from lack of use. 

My brother, five years my senior, affirmed this 
would happen to humans. He said that our brains 
would grow as we used them more while our ne¬ 
glected bodies would dwindle to insignificance. As 
with most of his theories, my brother has been 
proved wrong. (He also put my impressionable 
mind in turmoil by theorizing that the earth was 
falling towards the sun - but that’s another story). 
This year in particular the media have been busy 
with features about a new generation of unfit and 
overweight children. If some observers are right 
then future humans are more likely to have huge 
bodies dwarfing their underused brains. 

Our board does believe that schools play a cen¬ 
tral role in developing healthy lifestyles in chil¬ 
dren including regular vigorous physical activity. 
Physical Education has for a long time been a 
mandatory course for students up to grade ten 
though it is an aspect of schooling that has been 
under emphasized since the mid nineties. From 
that time the government's main emphasis for 
education has been to promote things that give 
Alberta a business and economic advantage. One 
result of this is that funding for things like com¬ 
puter labs has been a priority while proposals for 
gym building have languished at the bottom of 
the pile. Our society is now preoccupied with the 
rising costs of healthcare. We are still mainly 
focussed on the treatment end of the system and 
have neglect the preventative side of things. I\>r- 
haps that’s because a gleaming new M.R.l. ma¬ 
chine sounds more glamorous than a daily exer¬ 
cise routine. But it stands to sense that people 
following a healthy and active lifestyle are going 
to make fewer costly demands on the health sys¬ 
tem than a population of couch potatoes. 


This is not the only reason that the board has 
started an initiative to encourage a higher level 
of fitness amongst Chinook's Edge students that 
is based around the "Everactive Schools" program. 
There are other benefits for children arising from 
regular vigorous exercise. First, strenuous exer¬ 
cise can only significantly increase cardio-vascu- 
lar capacity during the growing years; if you wait 
to do it as an adult the chance is lost. Secondly, 
physically fit students learn academic subjects 
more effectively. This was demonstrated back in 
the fifties in France when a group of elementary 
schools broke their daily timetable into thirds. 
One third was academics, one third fine arts and 
one third physical education. One of the dramatic 
results was that, although the time allotment for 
academics had been reduced, students learned the 
material more quickly and thoroughly. 

Finally, we all know that when we are fit we 
have more energy to do things. We become more 
active and contributing members of our group 
whether it is a school class, a workplace, or a 
family setting. Just feeling more alive is reason 
enough to promote the fitness route for students. 

There was a time when students were more 
active, especially those that lived on farms. Farm 
work was synonymous with hard work. A day of 
lifting, stacking, shoveling, or post pounding with 
a maul would exercise the heart and lungs and 
tone muscles. Now, thanks to mechanization, 
physical effort is reduced to a minimum. 

The task of getting people more active has 
mostly to do with changing ingrained attitudes 
and habits. Most people middle-aged and older 
won't start serious exercise unless their doctor 
has ordered it for medical reasons. That is why it 
is so important to try to establish exercise habits 
in children when they are more readily accepted - 
habits and attitudes that we hope will carry over 
into their adult lives. If we cannot do that then 
researchers predict we shall see a new phenom¬ 
enon of an older generation seeing many of their 
middle aged children dying before them.

On Thursday police 
said, “A lone male youth 
has been identified as the 
person responsible for 
placing this device in the 
tree located near the 
parking lot of the 
school.”

Chinook’s Edge School 
Division includes schools 
in Sundre, Olds and Dids- 


bury. 

School superintendent 
Jim Gibbons confirmed 
the school board is con¬ 
ducting it’s own investi¬ 
gation into the matter. 

“I can’t tell you about 
an individual case, but I 
can tell you categorically 
that if we believe the pres¬ 
ence of a student threat¬ 
ens the health and safety 
of others within the 
school, we remove them 
immediately,” said Gib¬ 
bons. 

Meanwhile, RCMP 
have not ruled out a con- 


plosive devise” was found 
hanging in a tree. 

“I won’t call it a bomb 
because we may never 
know if it was in fact a 
bomb,” said Plitz. 
"Whether it was ever go¬ 
ing to blow up or not we 
may never know.” 

A water cannon was 
used to destroy the pack¬ 
age.

RCMP 
continue to 
investigate

RCMP have identified 
a male young offender 
believed to be connected 
with a suspicious pack¬ 
age that may or may not 
have been a bomb found 
outside the Innisfail Jun¬ 
ior/Senior High School 
on Dec. 2. 

The youth, who cannot 
be named, has not been 
charged, although police 
have not ruled out laying 
charges at a future date, 
said Innisfail RCMP Sgt. 
Ed Plitz. 

“I won’t comment 
right now if there is or 
ever will be charges,” 
said Plitz. 

"We’ll decide once we 
finish our investigation 
and see where we want to 
go with it, what will be 
best for the school and the 
youth.” 

The boy in question is 
a former student at the 
school, he said. The 
youth has not been taken 
into custody. 

On Dec. 2 an Edmon¬ 
ton bomb disposal unit 
was called to parking lot 
outside the school after 
what police described as 
a “small home made ex-

Lone Pine residents ask County for tax extension

A handful of Lone Pine residents, 
upset about a perceived lack of County 
involvement on their behalf in deal¬ 
ing with a feedlot trying to expand in 
their area, protested at the County ad¬ 
ministration building last Friday. 

The group submitted a letter ad¬ 
dressed to Reeve Ian Harvie to 
County Commissioner Harold 
Johnsrude and sang a mock Christ¬ 
mas Carol outlining their plight. 

Lone Pine residents have been 
fighting the expansion of AAA Cattle 
Company’s application before the 
Natural Resource Conservation 
Board (NRCB) for a combined 2,000 


head beef finisher and 16,200 head 
beef feeder facility. 

The NRCB took control of Confined 
Feeding Operations at the beginning 
of the year, while Mountain View 
County had the responsibility before 
that. 

The application to the NRCB was 
denied but is currently under appeal. 
AAA Cattle Company received a de¬ 
velopment permit from Mountain 
View County allowing them to have 
2,500 head of cattle on site but have 
been operating over that number. The 
NRCB last week granted a stay on an 
enforcement order last week that al¬ 
lows AAA Cattle to operate anywhere 
under 4,500 head until a decision is 


made on their appeal in early Febru¬ 
ary. 

At the hearing John Rusling of the 
Mountain View County Planning de¬ 
partment told the NRCB Panel the 
County Municipal Planning Commis¬ 
sion was recommending AAA Cattle 
receive a stay of the execution order 
for six months or until May 31, 2003. 

Committee for Lone Pine Chair 
Murray Marsh told Johnsrude the 
residents were looking for a similar 
stay on the taxes they are to pay this 
year and handed him a letter to give 
to Councillors. 

Johnsrude, who patiently listened 
to the group, said he would pass on 
the letter but said provincial regula- 


In the letter presented to the 
County, Marsh argued that the 
County MPC’s recommendation to the 
NRCB would allow AAA Cattle to 
profit by over $100,000 based on evi¬ 
dence given at the Nov. 27 hearing. 

Marsh stated in the letter that 
higher than expected legal costs have 
put the committee on the brink of 
bankruptcy and asked for a similar 
extension on taxes until May 31, 2003. 

"Such an extension would allow our 
members to use funds allocated for 
their taxes, to pay for legal and pro¬ 
fessional costs due to the Committee. 
This request would save us interest 
costs of an estimated $1,200, that 
would only be l/100th of the finan- 



tions dictate that if taxes are not paid 
by a certain time penalties would be 
added.

Didsbury’s cross country running 
team will be travelling out-of-country to 
Spokane, Washington to participate in 
the Bloomsday Run. 

Didsbury High school's band members 
will be travelling to Penticton and Victo¬ 
ria, B.C. to attend band festivals for five 
days at the beginning of March. The band 
will leave Monday, March 3rd, and re¬ 
turn Saturday, March 8th. 

They are expected to miss the maxi¬ 
mum allowable school days. Olds Jr/Sr 
High school will send five of its SADD 
(Students Against Drinking and Driving) 
members to a national conference in 
Regina, Sask., from March 20th to the 
22nd. A teacher, Dave Casselman, will 
accompany the students. 

Olds will also be sending 11 students 
on an exchange trip to Kingston, Ontario 
to attend their Heritage Fair. 

The dates are still under discussion 
but are expected to occur between May 
5th and the 12th. 

Only students who receive excellence 
at the Heritage Fair in Red Deer last 
spring are eligible to participate in the 
program. Students must be ready and 
willing both to travel on the dates se¬ 
lected and to host a student from Ken¬ 
sington on the return visit. This will in¬ 
volve a police check and home assess¬ 
ment, as required by the organization 
funding the trip (SEVEC). 

Students will be required to write a 
short essay, compete in a Heritage Fair, 
present a quality presentation about 
their school, community and province 
and sign a behavioral contract. Teach¬ 
ers, Sandra Dorowicz and Gayleen 
Rolfesema will accompany students. 


Spreading the word 


Field trips, liability and terrorism are 
becoming a main course in the diet of 
discussion for Trustees at Chinook’s 
Edge School Division and the December 
regular meeting was no exception. 

Trustees unanimously gave approval 
to three out-of-province field trips and one 
out-of-country field trip for Olds and Dids¬ 
bury high schools, but not before agree¬ 
ing to notify parents of all the risks and 
liabilities. 

“A lot of Boards are not sending their 
student anywhere,” said Sandi Chalmers, 
vice chair for the board. 

“We need to look at that - it seems all 
we do is look at field trip policies.” 

Trustees agreed to have their policy 
committee look at adding another clause 
to its field trip policy. 

They will look at having schools in¬ 
clude a letter, which will accompany 
every field trip permission form, requir¬ 
ing guardian signature, notifying them 
of the fact that students participating in 
a field trip are not covered by the Divi¬ 
sion’s insurance policy for acts of terror¬ 
ism, no matter where it occurs. 

“I have been told the Learning Minis¬ 
ter is not in favour of field trips outside 
our country,” said Chalmers. 

“The awareness is we need parents to 
know our insurance does not cover any 
terrorist acts.” 

The school board will cover a $12,098 
cost to incorporate a Youth Safe Out¬ 
doors program for every school. This new 
program which has been included in the 
field trip policy will cover off-site risk 
management for board members, district- 
level administrators and school-level ad¬ 
ministrators.

In an exclusive telephone interview 
with the Didsbury Review, Santa 
Claus said he will be delivering toys 
to a higher than usual number of 
good kids in the Didsbury area this 
year. 

Santa, who will be verifying his list 
a second time sometime after Dec. 20, 
said initial indications suggest that 
local young ones have been better this 
year than in the past.

The situation in early Palestine 
was far from idyllic. The Jews were 
living under brutal Roman rule. Taxes 
were extracted, regardless of ability 
to pay. Lawbreakers, particularly 
those who defied Roman authority 
were put to death by one of the cruel- 
est means of execution imaginable— 
crucifixion. 

Zealots who opposed Roman rule 
resorted to what we would now call 
terrorism. Palestine was a dusty out¬ 
post in the Roman empire, and for the 
Romans who ruled it was exile, long 
from their home. 

They couldn’t understand the Jew¬ 
ish monotheistic religion, and its hold 
over the people. They prayed to many 
Gods, and gave their Emperor the sta¬ 
tus of a God. 

It is significant that Jesus came 
into this world as God’s incarnate 
son, not in pomp and splendour in a 
huge palace with many attendants, 
but in a stable, a place where animals 
stayed. He was born to an ordinary 
family, with an extraordinary mission 
and calling. 

Jesus also was part of a family of 
refugees. As we consider those who 
are fleeing persecution in their native 
countries to come to Canada, we need 
to remember Jesus and his family fled 
Palestine to go to Egypt to avoid Her¬ 
od's murderous campaign against all 
infant boys—in his futile effort to pre¬ 
vent a Messiah from coming. 

So God chose a remarkably hum¬ 
ble and relatively inconspicuous way 
of entering the world in human form. 

That choice is significant because 
it teaches us that outward appear 
ances of wealth and power are not 
important.

Greetings. 

Jesus Christ, born in a stable in 
Bethlehem is the light of the world. I 
would like to quote brief Christmas 
reflection from Michael Ramsey, Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury several decades 
ago which speaks to this reality of 
light in the midst of darkness: 

“Our Christmas is no less Christ¬ 
mas and our joy is no less joyful, be¬ 
cause we are keeping Christmas with 
a very dark and troubled world 
around us. 

We cannot banish from our minds 
the miseries in the poorer countries; 
the continuing griefs of racial and 
political strife; the many in the world 
who are without homes or without 
food; the many who are lonely and 
without friends to cheer them. 

Our rejoicing at Christmas is not 
an escape from life’s grim realities 
into a fancy realm of religion and fes¬ 
tivity. Rather it is a joy that, as we 
face and feel the world’s tragedy, we 
know that God has an answer: an 
answer for mankind to receive. In a 
word, this is a time of hope. 

Christmas says: Christ has taken 
humanity to himself, and so every 
man and woman and child in the 
world is lovable and infinitely pre¬ 
cious. And in response, man and 
women treat one another—whatever 
their race or colour, in light of Beth¬ 
lehem; or they can, in rejecting the 
human dignity of their fellows, reject 
their own dignity too. 

There is a tendency, understand¬ 
able, to romanticize the story of the 
nativity.

QUESTION: Help! I’m a mother of two sons, and I feel 
as if I’ve been thrust into a strange, new world. Are boys 
always so rough? Sometimes the noise level in our house 
is more than I can take! Is this normal? 

DR. DOBSON: I’ ve got both good and bad news for 
you — it is normal, so you'd better get used to it and learn 
to cope! 

One of my colleagues, Dr. Tim Irwin, once shared his 
observation that women who have not grown up with broth¬ 
ers are often shocked by the sheer physicality of boys — by 
the sights and sounds and smells they generate. Some, like 
you, admit they are completely “clueless” in knowing how 
to deal with them. 

One obvious suggestion is to help boys release their ex¬ 
cess energy by getting them involved in activities where 
fighting, laughing, running, tumbling and yelling are ac¬ 
ceptable. Soccer, karate. Little League and football are a 
few possibilities. 

Moms also need to keep boys’ little minds and hands 
busy. It’s in their best interest to do so. My father once 
said about our energetic toddler, “If you let that kid get 
bored, you deserve what he’s going to do to you.” Shirley’s 
stepfather, who has a South Dakota accent, once said after 
baby-sitting our kids for a week, “Oh, der good kids. You 
just gotta keep ’em out in da open.” Good advice! 

QUESTION: You’ve often said that boys and men are 
usually not natural communicators. Boy, does that describe 
the “men” in my life! What can I do to keep everyone talk¬ 
ing to one another? 

DR. DOBSON: Every family needs at least one highly 
communicative person in the home, and it looks like you 
are the one. Many boys are inclined to bottle up whatever 
frustration they are carrying inside. Unless you take the 
initiative to pull them out, some of them may withdraw 
within themselves and stay there emotionally. I urge you 
to do whatever is required to get into your son’s world. 
Keep talking and exploring and teaching. Communication 
is the goal. 

Everything depends on it. In 1991 Saddam Hussein and 
his Iraqi army invaded the tiny, oil-rich country of Kuwait 
and subjected its people to terrible brutality. Their troops 
were poised to attack Saudi Arabia and thereby control 
half the world’s oil supply. President George Bush demanded 
repeatedly that Hussein withdraw his forces, but he stub¬ 
bornly refused. 

Thus, on Jan. 17 of that year, Operation Desert Storm 
was launched. Several hundred thousand allied troops at¬ 
tacked the Iraqi army from land, sea and air. 

What do you think was the first objective of the battle? 
You might expect it to have been Saddam’s tanks, or his 
planes, or his frontline soldiers. 

Instead, the allies destroyed the Iraqis’ communication 
network. Stealth bombers smashed it with smart bombs 
and other weapons. 

In so doing, our forces interfered with the ability of the 
Iraqi generals to talk to each other. 

They had no way to coordinate their effort or direct the 
movements of their army. The war ended a few weeks later. 

What happened in Desert Storm has direct relevance for 
families. When the communicative link between members 
breaks down, they become disorganized and distant from 
each other. 

If husbands and wives stop talking to each other, or if 
parents and children grow silent, they slip into misunder¬ 
standing and resentment. Steel-reinforced barriers are 
erected, and anger prevails. For many families, this is the 
beginning of the end. Let me urge you mothers to talk regu¬ 
larly to your sons (and. of course, to every other member 
of the family). 

It is a skill that can be taught. Work hard at keeping 
the lines of communication open and clear. Explore what 
your children and your spouse are thinking and feeling. 
Target your boys, especially, because they may be conceal¬ 
ing a cauldron of emotion. 

When you sense a closed spirit developing, don’t let an¬ 
other day go by without bringing hidden feelings out in 
the open. 

It’s the first principle of healthy family life.

We are 
thankful to the many churches 
in Didsbury that have special 
Christmas presentations that 
we can enjoy. We are just sorry 
that some of them are at the 
same time so we can’t attend 
all of them. 

We have had the privilege of 
living in Didsbury for most of 
our time at ‘home’. We are 
thankful for the community 
spirit that is alive and well 
here. Janet’s Mom visited us 
here and was impressed that 
people cared about each other 
and for their town. Where she 
lives that is not the case. It’s 


easy to take things for granted. 
We are thankful for a place to 
live where people have pride in 
their community and show it 
in many ways. 

We are thankful for friends 
and relatives. During our lim¬ 
ited time in North America we 
have seen quite a few of our 
relatives—a month in the 
States helped with seeing 
Janet’s sisters.

We 
went to the dentist, optom¬ 
etrist, chiropractor, and the 
Missionary Health Institute 
and we have a clean bill of 
health. Just talk to someone 
who isn’t healthy and you’ll 
know why you should be 
thankful for your health. As we 
grow older, we can do less and 
have more aches and pains, but 
God has blessed us with strong, 
able bodies. 

Many of you have heard 


about the trouble in Nigeria 
these past weeks with the Miss 
World Pageant. So much vio¬ 
lence and so many lives lost 
over a careless statement made 
in the media. What a privelege 
it is to live in Canada in safety 
and security. Though we know 
God has called us to be in Ni¬ 
geria at this time of our lives, 
we are realistic about the dan¬ 
ger we may face there. We are 
thankful we come from a coun¬ 
try that has freedom of religion. 
We know that there are ten¬ 
sions between different nation¬ 
alities and races at times in 
Canada but acceptance of oth¬ 
ers here is more the norm 
rather than the exception. As 
we remember the promise of 
‘peace on earth’ given the first 
Christmas may we, wherever 
we are, do our part to bring 
peace to our own 
neighborhoods and communi¬ 
ties. Let us show the same love 
that caused God to send his Son 
to earth for our salvation. 

In Romans it talks about 
those who were not thankful. 
It indicates that they lost sight 
of reality and started doing all 
kinds of wrong things. Let us 
avoid that same fate by ac¬ 
knowledging God for who He 
is and being thankful. 

A big THANK YOU to the 
many of you who have enriched 
our lives in so many ways: by 
conversations, gifts, chal¬ 
lenges, friendship, hospitality, 
and just being there. May the 
peace that passes all under¬ 
standing, that comes from the 
Prince of Peace be yours at this 
Christmas time and throughout 
the year.

Special etiquette followed at holiday office parties

As you look forward to your firm’s 
annual holiday party, keep in mind 
that company-sponsored celebrations 
are not like other festive gatherings. 
Office parties are hybrid business/so¬ 
cial events, and therefore have their 
own rules of etiquette. Use the follow¬ 
ing guidelines to maintain a profes¬ 
sional image and still enjoy yourself: 

Remember to mingle. A holiday 
party is the perfect time to meet col¬ 
leagues from other divisions or offices. 
Following introductions, say some¬ 
thing like, “It’s nice to finally put a 
name to a face. Those files you e- 
mailed me really helped with that 
project last month.” You can also use 
a holiday gathering to become better 
acquainted with co-workers you see 
often but rarely have time to chat with 
- like the receptionist or your depart¬ 
ment’s newest intern. 

Dress appropriately. Despite the 
decorations, the office party is still a 
business-related event. It’s not the 
place for that strapless, hot-pink mini 
dress. On the other hand, don’t feel 
like you have to go with a drab, but¬ 
toned-down look. Wear what you nor¬ 
mally do to work, jazzing it up with a 
pretty scarf, some bright jewelry or a 
sweater shot with metallic thread. If 
you’ll be going straight from your 
desk to dinner, bring dressy shoes and 
an evening bag to work with you. 
Likewise, men shouldn’t show up in 
a sweatshirt and jeans. The same 
business casual many firms allow in 
the office can also work for parties: 
slacks and a collared shirt. 

Be culturally sensitive. In our di¬ 
verse society, not everyone is celebrat¬ 


ing the same holiday you are. Be care¬ 
ful about exclaiming “Merry Christ¬ 
mas!” to everyone you meet. A neu¬ 
tral phrase, such as “Happy Holi¬ 
days,” is more appropriate. 

Mind your manners. It’s a party, 
so feel free to eat, laugh, make small 
talk and forget about the daily grind. 
But be careful you don’t go too far. 
Everyone’s heard about out-of-control 
workers who embarrass themselves 
and their employers at office parties. 
The best way to avoid a breach of eti¬ 
quette is to be slightly more formal 
than you would usually be at a party. 

If alcoholic beverages are served, 
practice moderation. 

Meet the higher-ups. At a holiday 
party, senior executives are generally 
more inclined to hob-nob with employ¬ 
ees. Ask your manager to introduce 
you. Develop a one-minute summary 
about yourself in advance, so you 
don’t become tongue-tied when you 
shake the CEO’s hand. Be courteous 
and professional. Don’t bend the ex¬ 
ecutive’s ear with trivia - stick to gen¬ 
eral, work-related conversation. 
When the executive shows signs of 
concluding the conversation, say 
“Nice to have met you,” and move on. 

Avoid excessive shop talk. Don’t 
buttonhole a co-worker with a 
lengthy discussion about deadlines, 
deliverables and the agenda for to¬ 
morrow’s meeting. If someone starts 
a similar conversation with you, of¬ 
fer to review details first thing in the 
morning, when it’s easier to concen¬ 
trate on business matters. In general, 
keep conversations light and upbeat - 
avoid politics and office gossip. 

Make a graceful exit. If one-third 
of the guests have left, it’s probably a 


good time to say your good-byes. Try 
not to be the first or last to leave, es¬ 
pecially if the party is at your man¬ 
ager’s house. Watch your host for cues 
(clearing plates and glasses, putting 
food away, etc.). If you must leave 
early, be sure to notify your host be¬ 
forehand. 

Following these suggestions can 
help you seamlessly blend the profes¬ 
sional and social sides of yourself, 
making the office party one of the 
high points of your holiday calendar.
